1. The "Petroleum National Btmk" Biffii.— 


This Mr. Chase explains by tho statement thai 
»'the Petroleum Biihlt bad tiled thencceusary pa 


' 'purs (o» Ue understood}/to be acknowledged a 


National Bank, as soon as the circulation should 
be reduced, to the sum required by the Comptrol- 
ler of the National Currency." 
"The Bank ap- 


i propriated a large amount of money tp secure 


the circulation of the national currency, but th< 
money did not reach Washington, but was mis- 
applied hy C. V. Culver to Lie own use." 
Mr. 


Chase further eays: "I believed, aud I tbiuk all 
tho Directors believed, as we had been Informed, 
that all had been done that was necessary to be 
done to constitute the Petroleum Bank a-National 
Bank, except the reduction of the circulation to 


) the sum required by the Comptroller of the Cur- 


rency." 


And so believing, we pEe&uniX the officers of 


the Tctroleum Bank put up their National Bank 
signs, and printed their stationery with the same 
designation! Now we have before us a pamphlet 
containing the printed instructions of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency upon' this subject; and 
this distinctly prohibits uny bank fi om commenc- 
ing business as a National Bunk until it shall 
ha\e received "a certificate of authority." 
We 


quote: 


The necessary amount of bonds having been 


deposited with the Treasurer, the Comptroller 
will; if he Is satisfied that the said Associa- 
tion bos properly complied with the requirements 
of the Act, aud that the shaicholdcis have in 
good Jiuth organized it for the legitimate objects 
contemplated by the act', giving to the Associa- 
:L certificate authorizing it to commence UK* bus!-' 
ness of banking. This certificate, upon the ie- 
ceipt thereof, must be published «ic( Jrdlng to the 
requirements of the 18th section of the act. 


Jfo such ecrl itiwitc having been received by 


the Bank from tlic Comptroller, it was clem ly 
.a fraud upon the public for the association to do 
business under the name of u National" Bank. 
Any further comment upon this point ttould'bu 
superfluous. 


2. As to the removal of deposits fiom the Pe- 


troleum Bank after the failure became known', 
Mr. Clj.isc admits Unit lie removed deposit u be- 
longing to the Union and TUnsTille Railroad, 
amounting to $1,100. This, however, had not 
been pliiced to any account, und naa merely left 
there for safe-keeping. This, 'wa concede, «:is 
all right. Mr. Clwfce, howewi, Uoeb not ic&poml 
to our statement that money wufe actti:ill) paid 
out to othet depositors after the Bank w.is cloMil 
on the day ot the failure. 


3. Mr. Chase denies tli.it lie had any knowlcgu 


of tho Culver ygeney In the Petroleum Bank foi 
boflowing cash and bondu of depositors. Wo 
are glad to be ussuicd of tlilb fact, notwithsmnd- 
iug that the letters were written to dvjio-iilora on 
"llw B.uik fiUUloncry nhd signed by Jnlm H. M-idl- 
pon. Mr. Chasc'ti timiinl ot' auj cmmi'ttUm \\ith 
the trni.siitiUon tlnows there-ipouMl'ililj until rl) 
upon his Eubordiunte. 


4. The ic:uai:ulcr of Mr. ChancN lultci is de- 


voted to explanations conccti inif the pnynicnt of 
money to small depositors. 
I n a former ailtcle 


we asked:
